In connection 
with those lines exchanges will be established 
in several parts of Roscommon and Mayo, 
counties which, so far, have been almost alto- 
gether without the telephone. Services .to 
some out-of-the-way, but rather important, 
areas in the South and South-East will also 
be set up. 

While the Department is doing the best 
that it can with limited emergency staffs and 
the high costs of installation necessaries, there 
is alt ever-increasing demand for new tele- 
phones. This comes most markedly from the 
rural diftricts, and is a direct result of the 
restriction on the free delivery of telegrams. 
Creameries, business people, and private 
householders all want the telephone, and 
there is now a lengthy waiting list to be 
attended as the Department can ‘hind the men 
and the money, Already the reduction in the 
rentals hes added to the list of applicants. 
Additional accommodation must be provided 
hefore any more new subscribers can be 
taken on. 


STREET KIOSKS. 


With all the work that hes at their hands, 
the heads of the Department have at last suc- 
ceeded in making a start on a telephone 
reform which has long needed in Dublin. 
As an experiment, a telephone kiosk is to be 
set up immediately beside the Grattan statue 
in College Green, a project that would now 
be in operation but for the opposition of the 
late Dublin Corporation. From the kiosk a 
person can ring up at any hour of the day or 
right, including Sundays and holidays when 
the ordinary public call offices are closed: In 
the City of Stockholm there are five hundred 
of those very necessary adjuncts to modern 


life. 

While the development of the existing 
system throughout the country calls for first 
attention, some progress is being made with 
the provision of the automatic telephone im 
Dublin. A relief exchange so fitted up is 
being constructed in Ship street, and, little by 
little, the system, which is a wonderful boon 
to users, will be extended to the other city 
exchanges. The highly technical work re- 
quired for such an installation makes the pro- 
cess of conversion a tedious one.
